Jury awards $105,000 
for Harnden Tavern 


A jury has awarded Anthony Palot- 
ta of Malden $105,000 in his suit for 
damages for the taking of the 
Harnden Tavern. The award was 
made Friday afternoon in Middlesex 
Superior Court in Lowell, after a trial 
that lasted five days. 

The tavern was taken from Palotta 
in eminent domain proceedings by the 
Town of Wilmington about three years 
ago. Palotta had purchased the 
tavern about four years ago from the 
estate of the late Dr. Charles E. 
Rounds, for the sum of $168,000. His 
purchase included some 34 acres of 
land with the tavern. 

The eminent domain proceedings 
took the tavern and about two acres of 
land. The taking was for the sake of 
historical preservation, at the urging 
of the Wilmington Historical Commis- 
sion. The town had offered Palotta 
$65,000. 

Palotta then sold the remaining 
land to Choate Memorial Hospital for 
$325,000. It is to be the site of the 
Regional Health Center, construction 
of which is to begin before the end of 
the year. 

The sale of the land to the Choate 
Hospital was not admissable evidence 
in court, so that the jury had no 
knowledge on this point 

‘The trial was contested throughout 
by the two attornies, Robert Lucas of

Eames Street 
bridge 
to be rebuilt 


The old railroad bridge on /Eames 
Street is to be closed, next Monday and 
there will be no traffic over the bridge 
for about two months. The 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works is building a néw one, as part of 
a program to rebuild all bridges along 
the Boston to Lowell tracks of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad. 

The new bridge will be 18 inches 
higher above the tracks than is the pre- 
sent one. It will also have longer ap- 
proaches, so as to make things easier 
for auto and truck drivers. 

Rep. Fred F. Cain of Wilmington said 
that the Eames Street project is the 
first of a number of bridge construction 
projects, between Lowefl and Boston. 
Almost every bridge will have to be 
rebuilt to allow bigger railroad cars to 
use the tracks. 

The program, according to Cain, is 
part of one invplving, among other 
things, a change in Route 2 which is be- 
ing planned. Freight trains which 
formerly arrived at the Boston ter- 
minus via Concord and Arlington will 
now use the! Lowell, Wilmington and 
Boston route: 

Many of those freight trains have 
cars which carry automobiles. The

Boston route will not allow those cars |\ i 


to pass under them.

Wakefield and Alan Altman, Town 
Counsel of Wilmington. One of the 
high points was the testimony of Ed 
Larkin of Malden, a professional ap- 
praiser. Mr. Larkin testified that the 
value of the tavern on the day of tak- 
ing was $117,000 and proceeded to 
compare the tavern with two 
buildings on The Great Road in Bed- 
ford, three on Monument Road in Con- 
cord, and one in Lexington near the 
Battle Green. All six buildings had 
been the site of events pertaining to 
Lexington and Concord Day. 

Mr. Altman, the following day had 
Larkin on the stand nearly all day in 
cross examination. Altman, who tried 
to keep history outrof the trial, tried to 
convince the jury that the Harnden 
Tavern was not the same as the 
buildings which had been named. 

Altman had as his appraiser Robert 
Nordstrand, from the R.M. Bradley 
firm in Boston. Nordstrand testified 
as to sale of comparable properties in 
Wilmington at the same time as the 
land taking by the town meeting. 

The home at the corner of Glen 
Road and Middlesex Avenue, which 
dates back to Reyolutionary times, 
and is now the property of Mr. and 
Mrs. David Gagnon was sold at about 
the same time as the taking, for the 
sum of $57,000, Nordstrand told the 
jury. There is 1.24 acres of land in the 


Gagnon home, which originally was & 
home of the Blanchard family, and 
was lately known as the Hayward 
home. There is less than two acres to 
the Harnden Tavern. 

Lucas made much of the fact that 
the Harnden Tavern had been placed 
in the National Register, as were 
those homes in Bedford, Concord and 
Lexington. He asked witnesses who 
testified as to whether or not the 
home in question was in the National 
Register. Mr. Altman then followed 
with a question as to whether or not 
application had been made. 

The only person on the stand to have 
testimony on the history of the tavern 
was the publisher of the Town Crier, 
Larz Neilson. Lucas asked Neilson as 
to the origin of the name Harnden 
Tavern. Neilson replied that he had 
given the name to the building, when 
writing of it. The evidence was pur- 
sued no further, by either attorney. 

Anthony Kremenski, assessor of 
Wilmington, testified that the average 
assessment for the home, in the three 
years prior to the eminent domain 
proceedings was $45,700. 

The highlight of the testimony of 
Anthony Palotta & Sons, developers, 
was that he was unable to read 
evidence pro-offered by Altman, when 
on the stand. Mr. Palotta also had to 
be seated, because of infirmaties. 


Construction is progressing rapidly 
on the Sons of Italy Hall on Ballard- 
vale Street.
